the Ropes of 
Sea

hoy, matey! It was an 
adventurous voyage when a 
group of Upland’s Magnolia 
School fifth graders signed 
on for a two-year stretch on 
the high seas. 

The two years, in reality, 
turned out to be an overnight 
stay aboard the Orange 
County Marine Institute’s 
brig, the Pilgrim Il, anchored 
just offshore at Dana Point. 

Students in Ginger Nels’ 
class had the opportunity of 
stepping back in time, 
courtesy of the institute, to 
1834 and the sailing days of 
author Richard Henry Dana. 

The Pilgrim Il’s voyage 
recreates the hide-gathering 
trip from Boston to California 
Dana depicted in his classic 
sea novel, “Two Years Before 
the Mast.” 

The institute offers the 
educational program to 
elementary schools. Day and 
overnight trips are availabie 
at the facility. The Magnolia

journey was the Pilgrim’s 
300th ‘“‘voyage.”’ 

“Students are using their 
imaginations and are being 
sailors. It’s no longer 1985. 
It’s now 1834 and the children 
will be treated as sailors were 
treated then,” said Capt. Dan 
Witters shortly before the 
voyage began. 

In 1834 sailors were treated 
as slaves. They had no rights 
and the captain’s word was 
law, Witters said. 

The 24 students were 
divided into crews, each with 
a designated mate who was 
answerable to the captain. 
The designation “mate” was 
reserved for a trusted few, 
they earned the title “Mr.” 

Since no women were crew 
members in 1834 and 
accuracy on the Magnolia 
voyage was important, female 
students designated as 
mates were called ‘‘Mr.,” too. 

Each crew had an assigned 
task — galley duty, hide 
gathering, line hammer 
rigging and boatswain duty. 

Students tied knots, took a 
turn at the oars in a small 
boat, learned to operate the 
sails and monitored the time 
by ringing the ship’s bells. 

All watches were put away. 
As the captain said, ‘there's 
only Pilgrim time from now 
on.” 

Between their chores, 
students were quizzed about 
Dana’s book and ship 
operations by adult crew 
members. 

The fifth graders, in 
groups, also pulled watch 
duty for two-hour spans 
throughout the night. ‘No 
ship is left unmanned,” 
Witters said. 

Before the journey began 
the crew was met by First 
Mate Ray Nelson. Nelson 
instructed the children that 
the trip was an educational 
experience and they would 
have to take the matter 
seriously. Discipline would © 
be expected at all times, as It 
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was aboard ship in 1834. 

“In order to recreate the 
flavor of the voyage in Dana’s 
book the children have to 
follow instructions and be 
disciplined. This experience 
has left an impression on 
most of the students who 
have done this and it will last 
them for life,’ Witters said. 

Ms. Nels said her students 
have been studying United 
States history, particularly 
the trade routes. She found 
out about the institute’s 
program and decided it would 
be a great opportunity for the 
children. 

“This really gives them 
hands-on experience. They 
can actually see what they 
have been reading about,” 
she said. “They learned the 





vocabulary associated with 
ships at that time and how to 
tie knots. We talked about 
this as being a play because 
the discipline can get a little 
rough. | told them they have 
to listen but to still remember 
it is agame.” 

Students, Ms. Nels and 
parent chaperones slept 
aboard the ship, along with 
its four adult crew members. 
A couple of hammocks and 
bunks were available for 
some. The rest slept on the 
floor. 

“We're interested in the 
process more than the 
progress. The kids will do 
their assigned task over and 
over if need be until they get 
it right,” Witters said. 

And they did.

Chief Halftown

Indians smile, iaugh, sing 
songs and are proud of their 
heritage, Chief Halftown told 
Baldy View School students in 
Upland Thursday. 

Halftown, ‘Chief’ to his 
friends, is a direct descendant of 
the Indian chief who signed the 
Seneca Peace Treaty with the 
United States in 1794. He has 
visited three Upland elementary 
schools this month, most 
recently Baldy View on 
Thursday. 

“1 am very proud to be an 
Indian and an American citizen,” 
he told students. ‘Indians today, 
though, don’t live in wigwams or 
tepees. | am a Longhouse Indian 
of the Deer Clan and | now live in 
Philadelphia.” 

Halftown has his own 
Philadelphia television show and 
has been in show business for 
about 35 years. He alsoisa 
member of the Brunswick 
corporation’s advisory staff of 
champions involved with junior 
bowling activities. 

When Halftown entered the 
Baldy View cafeteria, he didn’t 
look much like an indian. 
Stereotypes are deceiving, he 


said. 
Slowly, he took off his sports 


jacket and dressed in his native 
tribe’s clothing, complete with 
an embroidered vest and eagle 
feather headdress. 

“The Indian eventually 
discovered the value of the 
animal. He could use the meat to 
eat, bones for tools and fur for 
clothing,” he said. 

Halftown showed students a 
100-year-old buffalo hide boot, a 
150-year-old tobacco pouch, a 
bear claw necklace and a Seneca 
corn husk doll. 

“These are the types of 
clothes my mother and 
grandmother, all the women of 
my tribe, wear on special 
occasions. They wear calico 
dresses with beaded boots,” he 
said.

In most Hollywood depictions, 
Indians are portrayed as stoic, 
solemn individuals. “Indians love 
to dance and sing. They laugh, 
too,” he said. 


Halftown sang a longhouse 
song of good luck, an Indian 
welcoming song and “Ten Little 
indians.” 


Every Indian tribe speaks a 
different language. In the past, in 
order to communicate, Indians 
had to use sign language. 
Halftown showed the children 
how to say “I’m happy to be with 
you”’ in sign language and the 
students reciprocated. 


“God gives us the gift to see 
and hear and he gives us a 
strong body. Don’t waste it,” he 
told the students. 1

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‘Wise guy’ gives students something to think about

“| was the wise guy in my 
class and adummy when | 
graduated,” said George 
Barganier of Southern California 
Edison. “What good is it to have 
a diploma if you can’t fill out an 
application? What good is it to 
have a diploma if you can’t 
add?” 

Barganier was among the 
Youth Educational Motivational 
Program (YEMP) volunteers who 
spoke to students at Alta Loma 
Junior High School last week. 
The program, developed by Joe 
Baca, urban affairs 
representative for General 
Telephone Company, aims at 
decreasing the drop out rate by 
emphasizing the need for a high 


school diploma and knowledge 
of the basic skills in order to get 
a job. 

“Students who drop out may 
think they can get a job just 
anywhere,” Baca said. They need 
a more accurate message from 
someone in the “real world,” he 
added. 

YEMP speakers, whose 
employers include Lockheed 
Aircraft Company, General 
Telephone, Southern California 
Edison, Southern California Gas 
Company, General Dynamics, 
West End YMCA, California 
Highway Patrol, West End 
YMCA, and San Bernardino 
County Probation, explained the 
role of education in their own 
lives. Many speakers focused on 
the ways poor grades or lack of 


the basic skills hindered them. 

Sylvia Julian of General 
Telephone told the students that 
because she wasn’t serious in 
college and got mediocre 
grades, she couldn’t get into a 
teaching program. 

Irene Patterson of General 
Telephone mentioned some 
things that could have hindered 
her education, such as her 
parents divorce when she was in 
junior high school. She said she 
knew something was missing 
when her boyfriend from high 
school proposed they get 
married and support themselves 
by continuing to work at a fast 
food chicken restaurant.

Of all the creatures man has 
domesticated throughout the 
ages, none has suffered so much 
from rapid changes in public 
opinion as has the cat. 
Worshipped by ancient 
Egyptians as a God-like creature, 
later tortured and persecuted in 
the Middle ages for cavorting 
with the devil, the cat remains 
one of our most enigmatic and 
misunderstood pets. 

According to the Pet 
Information Bureau, one reason 
for the feline’s capricious 
reputation may be its 
independent, devil-may-care 
attitude toward humans. Unlike 
dogs, cats are often aloof and 
sometimes slow to demonstrate 
their affection. But as most cat 
owners attest, there is no limit to 
the warmth, cuddliness, 
affection and loyalty of a cat. 

Society’s fascination with cats 
is illustrated by the number of 
cat-related words and 
expressions used in everyday 
conversation. Cat imagery 
abounds in phrases like catwalk, 
catcall, cat-burglar, pussy-foot, 
catty, catty-cornered, cat’s eye, 
catnap, copy-cat, “when the 
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cat’s away the mice will play,” 
“cat and mouse game,” or “‘he’s 
got nine lives like a cat.” 

Throughout history, cats have 
enjoyed status and importance 
because of their ability to 
control rodent populations. In 
ancient Egypt, cats were an 
object of worship. 

Craftsmen designed furniture 
and jewelry bearing cats’ 
likenesses. Mariners also 
honored cats because the 
animals were invaluable in 
protecting food rations carried 
abroad ship. 

Other cultures, however, were 
not as kind. In Oriental folklore, 
for instance, cats were 
considered demonic beings with 
supernatural powers. Ancient 
Chinese and Japanese 
superstitions maintained that a 
cat could cast a curse on an 
entire family lasting as long as 
three generations. 

When cats first reached 
Europe, they were adored and 
revered. In fact, Italians believed 
for some time that the twinkle of 
fire in acat’s eyes reflected a 
sun burning brightly in its brain.

ome 20 Etiwanda High School 
students were admitted for 
special treatment at Loma Linda 
University Medical Center last week, 
although they did not receive any 
medical attention whatsoever. 

What the children did receive was a 
tour of the administrative offices of the 
well-known medical facility. 

The students, most of whom plan 
careers in business, peered over the 
shoulders of hospital auditors at 
computer terminals and watched part of 





the process of preparing bills which 
amount to a total of $14 million a month, 
according to a hospital spokesman 
conducting the tour. 


The field trip stemmed from the high 
school’s career advisory board, 
composed of area industrial 
representatives and educators who work 
together to implement career 
development curriculum. The board was 
established when the high school 
opened and is now in its second year, 


said chairman George Smith of Food 
Machinery Corporation in Brea. It has 
some 25 members from backgrounds 
ranging from small businesses, such as 
a local flower shop, to conglomerates, 
like General Dynamics of Pomona. 


The program attempts to make 
education “current to the needs of the 
work world,” said Etiwanda High School 
principal Don Culp. “If (schools) don’t 
produce a product we can use, what 
good are they?” Smith asked.

“The biggest contribution is time,” he 
Said. “The biggest hurdle we have to get 
over is the school budget.” The state 
does not give the school enough money 
for “high-level programs.” However, 
many of the member industries also 


donate machinery and money to the 
school. 


This is mutually beneficial, Smith said. 
The school gets state-of-the-art - 
machinery and supplies, which cut- 
backs in state funding would make 























financially impossible for it to purchase, 
and industry gets a tax credit and 
students it can use, he said. 

“All the students in industrial arts 
have had a very direct benefitthe 
program), Culp said.

HOLLYWOOD — There will be 
some cutting remarks made 
about the sentimental nature of 
“Mask,” but never mind them. 
Despite its blatant heart-pulling, 
‘Mask’ is not mush. It’s a story 
to cherish. 

Peter Bogdanovich’s new film 
is about real people, the “biker 
babe’’ Rusty Dennis and her son 
Rocky, who died in 1980 after 16 
years afflicted by 
craniodiaphyseal dysplasia, 
which meant: extreme facial 
distortions caused by calcium 
deposits in the skull, severe 
headaches and, finally, death. 
Rocky lived longer than anyone 
expected, and he gave, to those 
who did not turn away, more joy 
than grief. 

The seriously handicapped 
sometimes have a compensating 
spiritual grace. That was the 
heart of beauty in ‘“‘The Elephant 
Man,” a good play and a better 
film, and it is the key to ‘‘Mask.”’ 
The film’s Rocky is a good boy,

It isn’t a mere valentine when 
Rocky, a realist, points out that 
he truly is different from others 
and his mother replies, “Yeah, 
you’re more beautiful inside.” 

Beauty inside doesn’t make 
Rocky pretty outside, but his 
bulging, leonine face is often lit 
up by a dear little crescent 
smile. Its full of humor and 
patient regard. Eric Stoltz plays 
Rocky, quite wonderfully, as a 
teen with normal interests 
(baseball cards, motorcycles, 
rock music) and an abnormally 
keen desire to seem normal. 
That way, people will relax and 
treat him as a human being. He’s 
a sage kid, and something of an 
artist, reshaping the attitudes of 
others. 

His mother’s attitude is the 
most important, and in the best 
work of her career, Cher makes 
Rusty Dennis amazingly 
touching, not just another movie 
mom. Rusty loves her son 
enormously, but there are 
currents of rage and pain right 
under the surface. It fuels her 
renegade style, which tries to 


stay free of rules and ruling men. 


“You take their money and you 
gotta take their s—-”, she says, 
but she needs and likes them, 
especially the biker Gar, played 
as a Marlboro Superman by the 
stunningly virile Sam Elliott.

Rusty and Rocky keep each 
other going, and for family they 
have the cycle club of big, rough 
men who frequent their home in 
a homely neighborhood. This is 
the first warm-hearted movie 
about rebel riders, and while its 
cycle toughs have no doubt been 
laundered, their presence is so 
strikingly lively that it charges 
up the film. Rocky has a dozen 
surrogate fathers, and from 
these outsiders he doesn’t have 
to take the long looks and 
fumbled reactions he often gets 
at school. 


What makes ‘‘Mask”’ so 
stirring is the candor of its daily 
life. The emotions are alive and 
at risk, not patted down into TV 
drama. The misshapen but 
entirely human face of Rocky is 
inexpressive except in the 
mouth and eyes, and Rusty’s 
face, to avoid showing pain, is 
often even more inexpressive. 


But Cher, who has been shot 
very plainly and yet has never 
appeared so beautiful, is not just 
a suffering madonna. With deep 
help from screenwriter Anna 
Phelan, she fills in the guts and 
goodness inside the mess of 
Rusty’s life. 


Director Bogdanovich is a 
master of an easy, thrown-away 
style, and though he used it 
more imaginatively in “Saint 
Jack” and “They All Laughed,” 
his artistry finds in ‘‘Mask” the 
matrix of basic emotions that

should win him a far bigger 
audience (which makes his 
publicized quarrels with 
Universal and producer Martin 
Starger over the final cut and the 
soundtrack seem rather 
suicidal). “Mask” may not be 
major art, but it’s marvelously 
crafted, especially in the 
ambience of a warm, sloppy 
home in a humble section of 
town, where “hog” riders gun 
their motors, nurse beers and 
party ‘til dawn to rock music 
(Bob Seger and, even better, 
Little Richard and Gary U.S. 
Bonds). 


The film’s larger world is less 
hospitable to Rocky. At school 
and on the street, we feel what it 
must be like to be a ‘‘freak’’ who 
makes people gasp. And when 
Rocky goes off to a summer 
camp for blind kids, who 
blessedly can’t see him, we feel 
the holy surprise of his finding a 
girl who loves him as a boy and 
makes him feel like aman. 

The girl is played by the 
blonde beauty Laura Dern 
(daughter of Bruce Dern and 
Diane Ladd), who is meltingly 
lovely yet far more than a dream 
dearie. Their scenes together are 
Straight and sweet, with no 
attempt at irony, and they’re 
magical. If your eyes start to 
moisten, don’t fight it. 

Like “The Elephant Man,” this 
film has a sadly appointed end, 
and though ‘‘Mask”’ plays out the 
death of the deformed hero with

(Many of Eymael’s wines 
remind me of this floral 


character.) At $12 it is a good 
value. 

Likewise | found the Graacher 
Himmelreich Auslese from S.A. 
Pruem ($12) to be fully scented 
and very complex. 

Probably the best Auslese in 


the bunch for the money, 


however, was Oberemmeler 
Huette from Weingut von Hovel. 
It was more intensely floral and 
honeyed, and thus not as 
delicate. At $8 it’s a good value. 

The above wines are all 
slightly sweet and may be served 
with fresh fruit or lighter 


desserts. 

But the real power of this 
vintage, to my way of thinking, is 
not in these wines, and it is not 
in the upper-end, expensive, 
sweet-dessert wines. | argue that 
the greatness in the 1983s is in 
the drier Kabinett and Spaetlese 
wines. 

| realize this is a contentious 
view, since others who have 
praised this vintage have gone 
ga-ga over the ultra-sweet 
Trockenbeerenauslesen, which 
sell for very high prices and are 
supposed to age for 20 years or 


more. 

To be sure, 
Trockenbeerenauslese wines are 
enjoyable to evaluate, but other 
than the academic exercise of 
pontificating over them to 
determine some grand cosmic 
view, many of them are so - 
intense they are overpowering in 
their honey and peaches 
character. 

And | feel that if Riesling is 
great, it has a definitive 
“Rieslingness” in both aroma 
and taste. 

Along that line, | suggest you 
try the Spaetlese wines of 1983, 
which are not as sweet as the

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German wine 
has sparkling 
color, flavor

Auslese, but are cheaper and 
offer a glimpse of what the 
vintage has to offer. 

Try, for example, the amazing 
Brauneberger Juffer Spaetlese 
from Willi Haag. It has that 
classic honeysuckle florality at 
$6.75 a bottle. And the Graacher 
Domprobst Spaetiese from Dr. 
Weins-Pruem ($7.50) offers a 
spice similar to juniper. 

One standout Spaetlese that 
verged on a sweeter wine 
designation was the 
Trittenheimer Felsenkopf from 
Weingut Milz Laurentiushof. The 
scents of pineapple and steel 
combined in a sweet, luscious 
package. The wine is $8.75. 

Long names are common in 
Germany and one of the longest 
in this tasting was the 
Eitelsbacher Sang Spaetlese 
from Weingut Karthaueserhof 
($8), which had an amazing pine 
scent and avery crisp finish, a 
wine that would match with 
dozens of foods. 

This tasting was staged by 
Rudy Wiest, an importer with 
Cellars International. He has 
been around German wines most 
of his life, and Wiest believes 
the 1983 German wines are 
greater than the acclaimed 
1976s. 

“The ’76s were So ripe, so full 
of honey and concentration, that 
it wasn’t a typical vintage,” he 
said. ‘‘Some of the aromas were 
untypical.” 

He said he felt that a better 
comparison was 1971 — and to 
show what 1971 wines do with 
time in the bottle, he brought 
along a 1971 Ockfener Bockstein 
Auslese from Zilliken, a wine of 
incomparable balance and 
finesse. It had a scent of slate 
and chalk, but also the richness 
of honey and the intensity of a 
wine much younger. 

The 1983 version of the same 
wine with a Long Goldkapsule 
designation ($21) is a fresh, 
intensely flavored, flowery wine 
that reminded me of chamomile 
tea with a dab of honey mixed in 
Quite a heady experience. 

Wiest’s imports are 
considered one of the best 
collections around since he 
deals with the group known as 
Der Grosse Ring, a consortium 
of 24 quality houses in the 
Mosel-Saar-Ruwer regions. 

The wines may be 
distinguished by a stylish eagle- 
and-grape cluster symbol 
surrounded by the letters DVP — 
letters denoting a national 
organization of wine-producing 
estates. 

DVP winés are not the only 
1983s that offer greatness, but 
the Mosels we tasted were 
definitive and well priced. They 
are worth considering.

As you know, I’ve been a great 
booster of the autofocus camera 
as an ideal tool for the amateur 
photographer who doesn’t care 
to be bothered with 
interchangeable lenses or with 
reading the instruction manual 
every time a picture needs 
taking. 

Apparently | wasn’t the only 
one touting autofocus cameras 
because last year, for the first 
time, sales of autofocus 
cameras exceeded the sales of 
SLRs. 

There was a message in that 
consumer reaction to the 
simplicity of autofocus cameras 
— and it wasn’t lost on the 
manufacturers. As you’re well 
aware, every major camera 
manufacturer has one or more 
autofocus cameras in their line. 

But now, Minolta has gone a 
step further. They’ve given us an 
autofocus camera with 
interchangeable lenses. An 
autofocus camera (make that 
camera system) the company 
has been working on for over 
two years was introduced 
throughout the world this past 
Jan. 23. 

To be known as the Maxxum 
7000 in the North American 
market, Minolta says their new 
camera is the fastest focusing 
35mm SLR available — only the 
human eye, they add, focuses 
faster. 

While you will have to visit 
your local Minolta dealer for 
some hands-on experience with 
this electronically operated 
picture-taking machine, I’m 
going to try explaining a few of 
its features in this column. | had 
the opportunity for some 
exposure to the Maxxum at the 
introductory press conference 
and I’m certain the company will 
do extrememly well with this line 
as soon as they can get enough 


people looking at it. 

In fact, Minolta is so sure 
they’ve introduced a winner, they 
are predicting the Maxxum will 
take about 10 percent of the SLR 
market. Incidentally, the forecast 
for 1985 SLR sales in the United 
States is just about 6 million 
units. 

To begin, the Maxxum is 
testimony to the genius of 
Minolta’s optical, mechanical 
and electronic engineering 
people. While the autofocus 
feature is only one of a great 
many design “firsts” introduced 
on this camera, suppose | try to 
tell you what Minolta has done 
for us. The focusing is very 
accurate, better, | would say, 
than many photographers can do 
by eye. And the focusing time 
from infinity to minimum 
distance is about one second or 
less with most of the new 
lenses. 

For example, the 24mm and 
28mm lenses focus in 0.35 
seconds; the standard 50mm 
lens focuses in 0.6 seconds and 
the 300mm f/2.8 lens brings in a 
sharp picture in 1.15 seconds. 
Eleven lenses already are 
available for the Maxxum — and 
there will be more coming along 
very soon. 

As you might expect, the 
Maxxum lenses have anew “A” 
mounting system with a built-in 
read only memory integrated 
circuit that transmits all 
exposure- and autofocus-related 
information particular to each 
individual lens to the camera’s 
central processing unit. If all this 
sounds like computerese, it is. 
The design allows real time lens 
control from the computer in the 
camera body. 

While Minolta intends to begin 
sharing this technology with 
independent lens makers, the 
estimate is that for the first 18 to 
24 months the potential sales 
volume will not be great enough 
for the independents to develop 








either camera or subject 
movement. 

And don’t fret about being 
“locked in” to a specific 
program mode — the Maxxum 
has a Quick Program Shift 
button that allows the 
photographer to increase or 
decrease the shutter speed or f- 
stop while maintaining the 
proper exposure. 

I’ll tell you more about the 


program at the 28-34mm 
settings. The wide program 
emphasizes smaller apertures 
for increased depth of field. 
Zoom to the 35-105mm 
settings and the standard 


and market a Maxxum- 
compatible product. 

While the Maxxum user can 
select aperture priority, shutter 
priority or manual operating 
modes, the camera features 
something called Automatic program is engaged. The 
Multi-Program Selection.

Q. We are going to make an 
extended camping and hiking 
trip into some rather remote 
areas in the near future, and plan 
to take our 3-year-oid 
weimaraner with us. 

We are worried about the 
possibility that our dog might be 
bitten by a poisonous snake. Are 
dogs susceptible to snakebites? 
is there anything we can do to 
help reduce the chances that our 
dog will be bitten? 

A. Bites by poisonous snakes 
are an important cause of death 
of pets and other domestic 
animals. It has been stated that 
venomous snakes kill more 
animals than do all other 
members of the animal kingdom 
combined, except man. 

There are over 100,000 animal 
deaths in the world each year 
attributed to snakebites. In the 
United States, over 15,000 
domestic animals are bitten 
yearly. Rattlesnakes account for 
approximately 80 percent of all 
snakebite deaths in animals. 

The severity of snakebites is 
highly variable, depending 
chiefly upon the amount of 
poisonous venom injected into 


Mini-school 


A summer session will be 
offered for the Montclair Human 
Services Department’s mini 
school.

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the bitten animals. Other factors 
affecting the seriousness of the 
bite include the toxicity of the 
venom, the location of the bite 
on the animal’s body, the size 
and species of the animal, the 
animal’s age and the animal’s 
general heaith. 

Although there is some 
variance among the different 
breeds of poisonous snakes, the 
order of decreasing sensitivity to 
snakebites usually is listed as 
horse, sheep, cow, goat, dog, pig 
and cat. In other words, horses 
generally are more susceptible 
to snakebites than are pigs. 
Dogs are considered to be very 
sensitive to snakebites because 
of their relatively small size in 
proportion to the amount of 
venom injected by most snakes, 
and because most bites in dogs 
occur on the head or neck. 

Snakebites often produce 
intense pain, weakness, 
paralysis, swelling and blueness 
of the normally pink membranes 
of the mouth and eyes. 

Bitten animals often become 
excited, running and thrashing 
about. Since exercise increases 
the rate of absorption of the 
venom, the animal should be 
quieted and transported toa 
veterinarian as soon as possible.

Bitten animals should be 
handled with extreme care 
because of the intense pain. 


If the dog has been exercising 
vigorously and if the bite isina 
highly vascular area of the body, 
death may occur in a matter of 5 
to 10 minutes. The presence of 
hair may make it difficult to 
identify the typical fang marks. 
The area of the bite wound 
usually becomes quite swollen 
and eventually much skin and 
tissue are lost. 


The following first aid 
treatment may be useful. The 
hair should be clipped away from 
the wound with scissors ora 
razor. If the bite is on aleg, a 
wide tourniquet should be 
placed approximately 2 inches 
above the bite site. The 
tourniquet must stop venous and 
lymphatic flow toward the body 
but should not restrict the 
arterial circulation to the limb. 
Release the tourniquet every 15 
minutes for a period of 1 to 2 
minutes.

Don’t try to suck 
poison from a snakebite wound 
with your mouth. 


If available, appropriate anti- 
venin, corticosteroids and 
antibiotics should be 
administered as soon as 
possible. If possible, the snake 
should be killed and positively 
identified. 


It is extremely difficult to keep 
curious dogs from snooping 
under weeds, logs and rocks 


while hiking and camping. 
Therefore, while going through 
high-risk areas, dogs should be 
restrained. Poisonous 
snakebites are a serious threat 
to domestic animals.

Veteran Chaffey College 
trainer Red Hunter is endinghis 
17-year association with the 
school. He has resigned to take 
a similiar position at Citrus 
College in Azusa. 

“It’s hard for me to leave 
here,” Hunter said. “This was my 
last stop. We have nice facilities, 
everything you need for an 
athletic program. Except football 
— and athletes. 

“| live three miles from the 
school so it would have been 
much easier to stay here,”’ 
Hunter added. ‘“‘l’ll have a lot 
more work (at Citrus), but the 
time will go faster and I’ll be 
doing what | like to do. I’m really 
looking forward to getting over 
there and getting into the 
program.” 

Hunter's skills will be missed 
by Panther athletes and 
coaches. “‘He’s a good trainer 
and a good friend,” said Chaffey 
baseball coach Howard Lowder.
